the Election Commissioners. Mr. Wulff said 
he would not comply with the request unless 
his attorneys would say that he could legally 
do so. The question was submitted to them; 
they decided he had the right, and on the 
strength of that decision the name went in. 

In his oral opinion Mr. Boyle said: The 
law nowhere provides that the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners shail make up the ticket 
from the certifivates of the County Clerk. 
This board should follow the certificate that 
came from the Secretary of State, and that 
certificate does not show. that Eakins was 
nominated for any office.” 

Mr. Eakins’ bill sets out that prior to Oct. 
6, 1894, he procured a petition in due form 
which was signed by 484 voters in his dis- 
trict, which was more than the necessary 2 
per cent. Oct. 6 he says he filed his petition 
with the County Cierk and no objection has 
been made to his candidacy under the 
statutory requirements. The name of the 
complainant was certified by the clerk with 
the names of other candidates to the board, 
which caused specimen ballots to be printed, 
including his name. The action of the board 
yesterday in strikmg off his name and in 
ordering the official ballot printed with- 
out it, Eakins claims, is in violation 
of the law and of bis rights as 
a candidate. The specific prayer of the bill 
before Judge Horton is that the Beard of 
Election Commissioners may be restrained 
from removing complainant’s name from the 
ballot and from refusing, failing, neglecting, 
or omitting to place and print his name upon 
the official ballot. 


To Disfranchise Colored Voters. 


Much of the Hopkins’ City Hall scheme to 
distranchise colored Republican voters in the 
Second Ward was exposed to view before the 
Board of Election Commissioners yesterday 
afternoon and at the same time every one 
present got an insight into the results of City 
Prosecutor Asay’s school of instructions to 
Democratic judges and clerks of eiection. 

The matter came up in a complaint filed 
with the board against Charles Wilburn, Re- 
publican judge in the Fifth Precinct, charg- 
ing him’ with having refused to let James 
Hackett, the Democratic judge, erase certain 
names of suspects from the register list. 
This brought out a flood of evidence and 
showed that T. O. Stover, the Democratic 
elerk, had followed Asay's instructions and

tained. This list he never let Mansfield 
see. Between them they had one verification 
book. Together they found and certified to 
twenty-two men to whom suspect notices 
should be sent.

all colored men, Wilburn testified that with 

two exceptions every colored man living 
in that portion of the precinct west of State 
street, on Desrborn street, Armour avenue, 
and Clark street received suspect notices; 
that many of tuem had been so frightened by 
intimidation that they feared to go around on 
the night of revision for identification lest 
they should be arrested; that George Ewing 
and O. P. Sullivan bad actually been driven 
out of the ward. | 

Having made it a point to go around with 
them in their work, he told how the clerks 
conducted their canvass. As Mansfield is a 
cripple it devolved upon Stover to climb 
stairways and go through houses, In several 
instances where voters live at the rear of flat 
or business buildings and the Democratic 
clerk was told by Wilburn they lived there he 
not only refused to investigate but ehecked 
their names as suspects. 

Stover was put through a severe examina- 
tion by Mr. Badenoch, and told a veryjevasive 
as well as badly tangled upstory. He admitted 
having made a second canvass of portions of 
the precinct alone, and without the knowledge 
of either the Republican clerk or judges. 
Bat he could not, or rather would not, specify 
any particular house or block of houses he 
had revisited. Hackett stated that all but 
twenty-eight or twenty-nine of the seventy- 
five suspects on Stover’s private list had ap- 
peared on the night of revision and been re- 
instated. 

It was proven that the Republican judges and 
clerk had asked repeatedly to see this list, but 
that the two Democrats persistently denied 
them that privilege, Wilburn stated that 
Burrell Bell, George Henderson, and Jesse 
Jones, the three men arrested last Saturday 


lived at the rear of No. 1626 Armour ave- 
nue, that they had lived there a 
long time, and that both the Democratic 
judge and clerk knew they lived there. It 
was also shown that Dan and Michael Egan 
had resided at No. 1623 Dearborn street for 
twenty-two years, yet suspect notices were 
sent to them.

Residents in the vicinity of Thirty-first 
street and Michigan avenne are protesting 
against the till-tappers“ gambling game 
which is being run at No. 306 Thirty-first 
street. The den is located only a few feet 
from the Alley L' station and respectable 
residents are being annoyed by the solicita- 
tion of a couple of loud-mouthed cappers 
who stand in front and announce 
that a good game is in progress 
in the inside. The den has become 
known as the “ till-tappers’’’ game, because 
of the number of young clerks who are en- 
ticed within. front windows of the place 
bear the inscription *‘ Alley L,“ and a cheap 
attempt is made to give the den the outside 
appearance of being a cigar store. The rear 
room is given up to gambling purposes. 
Last night a roulette wheei, a crap table, and 
a stud-poker game were in full blast. About 
forty young men and boys were going up 
against the ‘‘ lead-pipe cinch layout. There 
was not a visitorin the house over 24 years 
of age. The place was formerly run by Harry 
Parry. Three days ago speculations were re- 
sumed on a bolder scale than before. Parry 
has always had a penchant for this fashion- 
able locality and was driven off of Thirty-first 
street durmg Mayor Washburne’s administra-

Fortunately an old window was 
discovered and they started to pump the sub- 
way full. The water banked, doused the 
people on a cable car, but didn’t put the fire 
out. After three hours’ work the blaze was 
put out. Capt. Pumphrey and several fire- 
meh were nearly overcome by smoke and 
had to beat a hasty retreat. 
Supt. Freeze of the underground department 
of the Edison company explained that the 
high voltage wires which supply the are and 
incandescent hghts on the West Side run on 
the north side of the old footway of the tun- 
nel; the telephone and lighter voltage wires 
on the south. The fire started in one 
of the lead-armored cables, melted 
that through, and set the wood casing on fire, 
All lights on Milwaukee avenue, West Madi- 
son street, Halsted street, and on connécting 
streets that get their lights from stubs to these 
main lines were extingyished. There is 
about $5,000 of wires in the subway and they 
are covered by special insurance. The dam- 
age, 250 feet of conduit and cables having 
been burned, will reach $1,000.

MAUDE’S TEARS OAUSE A STRIKE. 


Pearl Button Packers Walk Out” with 
Her=Other Labor News. 

Derzorr, Mich., Nov. 2.—|Special. ]—The 
tears of pretty Maude Cullen were the cause 
of a strike of 250 girls employed as packers 
in the Detroit pearl button factory this after- 
noon. The factory has been having trouble 
with its employés, about 100 of its men now 
being out on strike. An effort to get the girls 
to strike failed until today, when the fore- 
man ordered Maude to pack some buttons that 
had been finished by non-union hands. She 
refused, whereupon he ordered her to quit 
work altogether. She donned her wraps and 
then sat down at her place and had a good 
ery. Over 200 girl workers immediately sur- 
rounded her and after a brief indignation 
meeting walked out of the factory. Another 
200 girls will join them in the morning. The 
primary cause of the trouble is the discharge 
of a foreman whom all the employés liked. 

New Oxueans, “La., Nov. 2.—[Special.]— 
The labor situation on the levee today is in no 
way improved, The organiza of the 
white longshoremen and ecrewmen held secret 
meetings last night and today their Presidents 
informed the Cotton Exchange conmittee 
that it had been definitely decided not to work 
with the colored organizations. However, 
they promised not to interfere with the col- 
ored laborers. Probably no active steps will 
be taken by either side until after the elec. 
tions, when, it is believed, the lines will be 
tightly drawn and the ship agents will make a 
determined effort to entirely break up union 
labor on the levee. 

Dacartur, III., Nov. 2.—[Special. ]—The cut 
in wages among the employés of the Indian- 
apolis, Decatur and Western railway com- 
pany will stand until business picks up. The 
cut runs from 10 to 15 per cent ana reaches all 
of the men, including the officials. 


Iowa Coal Miners Go On Strike. 


Des Mores, Ia., Nov. 2.—What in all probabil- 
ity will develop into a big strike in the Des 
Moines district was inaugurated tonight when 
sixty coal miners at Clifton Heights mins laid 
down their tools and refused to work until the 
operators conceded an advance of 10 cents per 
ton. ;

HEARING OF THE LAKE-P'RONT OASE. 


- Testimony Regarding the Hilinois Central 
. Piers Is Being Taken. 


The great Lake-Front case, by which it is 
hoped to wrest from the Illinois Central the 
extensive piers constructed into the lake be- 
tween Randolph street and tha river and south 
of Park row, is now before E. B. Sherman, 
Master in Chancery forthe United States 
Circuit Court. At the close of the hearing 
yesterday the case was adjourned until Fri- 
day. 

The hearing was begun. Thursday with the 
production by Mr. Hamline of copies of the 
original surveys of 1 harbor on the Lake- 
Front. Some of these were, made in 1857. 
1862, and of subsequent dates. Capt. W. L. 
Marshall, the United States engineer located 
here, was on the stand most of the day, his 
testimony going to show the correctness of the 
copies. of the surveys made by his prede- 
cessors. This was an important point, as the 
surveys by army officers go far to establish 
the claim that the IIlinois Central has en- 
croached upon na viga ble waters of the United 
States. 

At the morning session yesterday Capt. J. 
S. Dunham testified that he came to Chicag o 
in 1854 and engaged in the towing business. 
„At that time, said Capt. Dunham, the 
north pier was built out to where the old 
lighthouse stood. The south pier at that 


time only extended east to a point a short 
distance from the mouth of what is now 


known as C Slip, which is on the east side 
of the last elevator. When we towed vessels 
into the river the track of commerce was in 
the place where the piers of the Illinois Cen- 
tral were afterwards built, and there was a 
good depth of water there. I do not’ re- 
member the exact date of the exten- 
sion of the piers by the government, 
but it was late in the 608 or early in the 708. 
Then the bar was cut away at the mouth of 
the river and the north pier extended bevond 
the bar. When the new entrance was made 
we abandoned the old one at Van Buren 
street, as it was longer. The Illinois Central 
filled in the land from the east end of the 
south pier south in a straight line to Randolph 
street for the east boundary, and from this 
int to the shore line as the south boundary. 
y built the two slips which run east and 
west when they made this land. 

One would suppose that the question of what 
constitutes navigable waters would have been 
long since disposed of, but it seemed from the 
‘remarks of the attorneys that it is yet very 
much in doubt, Considerable testimony will 
be taken before the Commissioner on this 
ge Capt. Dunham was asked by Mr. Ham- 

ine to state what in his opinion constituted 
navigable waters. 

„This action before the Master in Chan- 
cery, said Attorney Hamline last night, is 
to recover the property made by filling in the 
lake for the State of IIlinois. This includes 
the big pier built into the lake at Thirteenth 
street as well as north of Randolph street. 
The piers at Randolph street were not neces- 
sary to the grain trade, as is shown by the 
fact that they have been leased by the rail- 
road to private concerns.

THE FANATICAL DEMAGOGUE ALTGELD. 

Night before last Altgeld made a speech ata 
Democratic mass-meeting on the West Side. 
As the speech was de ivered during a political 
campaign it should have touched on the issves 
of thatcampaign. It did not. It was a eulo- 
gium of Altgeldism and of riots. Though 
made to Democrats it was a denunciation of 
Cleveland, the head of tne Democratic party. 

There were in that audience workingmen 
whose chief desire is steady work and good 


Two years ago they did. They would like to 
be told why they lost work and wages and 
how they can regain them. They would like 
to hear any explanation the Democratic party 
may feel inclined to make of the reason for 
‘the change in their condition since it came 
into power. They would like to know what 
the Democrats intend doing for them if left in 
charge of the government. 

On these points Altgeld had nothing to say 
to them. He gave them instead a rehash of 
the letters, weak in substance and insolent in 
language, which he wrote to the President at 
a time when the latter, mindful of his oath, 
was saving the city from mob rule and de- 
struction. While Altgeld was inert Cleve 
land was actiye. For all the former cared 
Debs might have held the throat of the city in 
his clutches till it was strangled. He might 
ka ve tied up all the railroads in Illinois. He 
might have prevented utterly the transporta- 
tion of mails, passengers, and freight. That 
would not have troubled Altgeld, He did not 
recover the use of his tongue or pen till 
Cleveland had suppressed Debs. 

Altgeld told his hearers he notified the 
President that the great State of Illinois could 
take care of itself. It did not, thanks to him. 
Had the State authorities suppressed Debsism 
it would not have been necessary for the 
President to intervene. Altgeld says hecould 
have put 250,000 men in the field if neces- 
sary. But ifhe had dared he would have 
called them out for the purpose of reinforc- 
ing Debs against the military forces of the 
United States instead of restormg peace and 
order, 

The men who were unfortunate enough to 
be compelled to listen to Altgeld were told 
that the President of the United States had 
no authority to send Federal trvops to Illinois 
to defend Federal property and enforce Fed. 
eral laws, which property waa endangered 
and which laws were violated while munic}- 
pal and State authorities were neglecting 
their duty. 

When Altgeld impudently thrust his revo- 
lutionary views on President Cleveland last 
summer he may have been unaware of the 
fact that the law makes it the duty of the 
President to go to the assistance of a United 
States court when it notifies him that its or- 
ders are contemptuously disobeyed and that 
it has not the power at its command to en- 
force obedience. But he must know it now, 
and yet he speaks as if there were no such 
law which it is the sworn duty of the Presi- 
dent to enforce, 

Still he must have known last summer, as 
he must know now, that Chicago is just as 
much a part of the Union as it is of Illinois, 
He must have known that Illinois is within 
' Cleveland's jurisdicticn for Federal purposes 
as it is within his jurisdiction as Governor for 


was just as much Cleveland's duty to enforce 
the laws of the United States in Illinois and 
elsewhere as it was his to enforce those of Illi. 
nois. He must have known thatit was just 
as much Cleveland's duty to see that the car. 
rying of the mails in Illinois was not inter- 
rupted as it was his duty to see that the run- 
ning of Illinois railroads was not obstructed. 
He must have knowu that while it was his 
duty to keep the peace in Chicago it was 
Cleveland’s duty to keep the peace there if 
disturbances, unchecked by State or local 
authorities, resulted in violations of Federal 
laws. 

Every intelligent man admits the truth of 
this with the exception of some case-hardened 
State sovereignty individual who clings still 
toa belief that no soldier of the Union has 
the right to plant his foot on the soll of a 
s sovereign State without the permission of 
ite Governor, and that Federal laws can be 
enforced in States only with the consent of 
State Governors. In the South that heresy 
has been losing ground. The approval of 
Cleveland’s course was almost unanimous and 
very hearty. It is amazing to hear the senti- 
ments of Calhoun uttered at this day by an 
Illinois Governor. 

These State sovereignty doctrines, however, 
are but a mask. Altgeld does not believe in 
them. He knows that Nlinois is a part of the 
United States as Chicago isa part of Lilinois. 
He knows that if the municipal authorities 
faii to keep the peace and State laws are 
broken it is the duty of the State to restore 
order. He knows that if State authorities 
fail to keep the peace, andas a consequence 
Federal laws are broken, it is the duty ot the 
General Government to intervene and pro- 
tect the interests confided to its care. 

The trouble with Altgeld was that he sy m- 
pathized with Debs, He wanted him to suc- 
ceed. He wanted him to whip the railroads. 
He wanted to be able to say hereafter when 
asking for votes that he had been on the side 
of “labor.” President Cleveland broke up 
that plan. He forced Altgeld to abandon his 
anarchical position, By sending United 
States troops here when they were needed— 
for they were, though Altgeld says falsely 
that they were not—he forced the Governor 
to cali out the militias. :

The principles of the candidates on the 
Democratic side of the fence have been 
clearly outlined by President Cleveland, by 
Chairman Wilson, and by Senatorial Candi- 
date MacVeagh, the latter of whom, if elect- 
ed, will take command of the Illinois Demo- 
cratic contingent in Congress by virtue of his 
being a younger and more active man than 
Senator Palmer and lead it on in the work of 
destroying American industries. Their idea 
of tariff reform is to repeal all protection, 
and their plan is, in case the Democrats are 


successful, that the present Congress at the 


December session shall wipe out the 640 
amendments which the Senate made to the 
Wilson bill, as being patches of protection 
which mar the beauty of the original piece of 
legislative work. They want the Wilson bill 
as it went in its virgin purity from the House 
to the Senate. 2 

The next Congress, of which in case they are 
elected they will be members, will want to 
take away one-half the remaining protec. 
tion, and will then look to Democratic suc- 
cess in 1896 to sweep away all the remainder. 
Meanwhile, as the result of Democratic suc- 
cess: and of an attempt to carry out what 
they call their mandate, 250,000-manufact- 
urers will stop short and wait until they find 
out how much of the cost of producing goods 
they can save by getting cheaper raw mate- 
rial in the shape of coal and iron, which 
means a pinching of coal and iron miners’ 
wages; how much chegper transportation will 
be, which means a pinching of railroad em- 
ployés’ wages; and bow much they will have 
to cut down the wages of their own men in 
order to continue business, As the outcome 
of this thete will be strikes, lockouts, riots, 
Debses, Coxeys, Kellys, and bloodshed as 
there was last year and has been this year. 

The new Democratic members of Congress, 
if elected, after they have cutdown protection 
one-half, letting in ag a consequence a flood 
of cheap foreign goods and diminishing the 
custom-house revenues accordingly, will then 
proceed to make good the revenue deficiency 
by doubling the income tax rate and cutting 
exemptions in two by putting duties on tea, 
coffee, and spices, and probably increasing the 


beer tax. They will wind up their job in 


1896, or as soon thereafter.as possible, by 
taking off all the other duties, doubling up the 
income tax once more, bringing the exemp- 
tion down to $1,000, and stiffening the duties 
on tea, coffee, and spices. 

Tue Trisune has stated the principle of the 
Democratic Congressional candidates ard out- 
lined the scheme of industria! destruction in 
which they will be engaged should they be 
elected. There may be some Republican 
candidates who upon some grounds may be 
objectionable to some voters, but all of them 
are sound on the great question of protecting 
American labor, American wage scales, 
American workingmen, American prosperity, 
and of securing harmonious relations between 
employers and employés and happy homes 
for the latter. There is no more vitally im. 
portant question than this. It should over- 
shadow all other questions, since these cand!- 
dates are also in favot of honest money, and 
no other consideration should be allowed to 
influence voters against them. On the other 
hand there may be some Democrats on the 
list who may be personally unobjectionable, 
but every one of the twenty-two is committed 
to a policy which ig inimical to American 
labor and laboring men and which must re- 
duce the American wage scale down to the 
standards of the pauper European wage scale. 
If they are elected there can be no other out- 
come than a wretched contest between Amer- 
ican and European laborers to see which can 
come the nearest to absolute starvation and 
live. Ags between these two lists can the 
laboring men and farmers hesitate for which 
they will cast tneir votes next Tuesday? 


GEORGIA SENATORS SILVER MEN. 

Gov. Northen of Georgia has appointed a 
silver man, Senator Patrick Walsh, to fill out 
the unexpired term of Senator Colquitt. The 
Democratic caucus of the General Assembly 
has nominated Augustus O. Bacon for the 
long term as United States Senator, he also 
being a free silverman. He was nominated 
in preference to Congressman Henry G. 
Turner, who represented the attitude of the 
administration on the silver question. The 
nomination is equivalent to an election. So 
the Democrats in Georgia seem to be over- 
whelmingly in favor of a Mexican silver 
dollar, and their representatives in the caucus 
have thrown down by a tremendous vote the 
Cleveland candidate who is in favor of honest 
money.

Suppose he should be foolish enough to de- 
clare his belief that a dozen bad eggs were 
worth mote than half a dozen good eggs.

Yet 
these people are equally crazy in fancying 
that they would be better off by having their 
silver doilars degraded to the level of the 
Mexican dollar, or even below that, as they 
must be if the free silver coinage which they 
demand were adopted. The mints of Mexico 
put more silver into each of their dollars than 
is put into the American dollar, and yet it is 
easy to get two Mexican dollars for one Amer- 
ican silver dollar anywhere near the border 
between the two countries, Our silver dollar 
would not buy as much as the Mexican dollar 
if this were made a free silver country, as 
Mexico is today. The Georgia Democrats do 
not understand this, If they did they never 
would shout for free silver” as they now do 
at the instigation of a few political biather- 
skites who are either intense fools or thor- 


ough-paced rogues. 


REPUBLICAN VERSUS DEMOCRATIC REC- 
IPROCITY. 

The difference between the tariff policies of 
the two great political parties is a radical one. 
Each party professes to be for reciprocity, 
but the characters of the two reciprocities are 
as far apart as the poles. The Democratic 
policy favors reciprocity in like things pro- 
duced in different countries. It is one-sided 
because it does not take into consideration 
what may be the poliey of the other country 
with which the exchanges are to be made. 
For instance, it is in favor of reciprocity in 
wheat with India, Argentina, and Russia, It 
favors the export of eur wheat to those lands, 
and complacently anticipates that whenever 
wheat may rise considerably in price here, 
Russia, India, and Argentina will send their 
surplus wheat to this country to get the high- 
er prices paid here. The Democrats are ready 
to open our ports to Russian wheat free of 
duty without insisting on any return. Their 
theory of reciprocity does not extend to the 
idea that in such case Russia ought to be re- 
quired to take off all its duties on American 
wheat, In like manner the Democrats would 
open our ports to foreign corn, wherever 
grown, and to barley and rye from Canada, 
even though Canada exacted duties on those 
American products. They would admit pota- 
toes from Germany, regardless of the Ger- 
man duties on American potatoes, and would 
let in cotton from India, though the crop 
should be largely deficient here, allowing the 
foreigners to throw in upon us several 
hundred thousand bales to beat down 
the price of the Americas article, reducing 
the price which otherwise would have com- 
pensated the American grower for the fact of 
ascanty crop. The Democrats favor this pol- 
icy all through the line of agricultural prod- 
ucts for the purpose of hitting at the farmer 
and putting it out of his power to make any 
money by his toil, They have made a begin- 
ning inthe passage of the Wilson-Gorman 
bili in cutting down the duties on American 
farm produce, and as a result we have barley 
pouring in upon us from Russia and Canada. 
We do not send any barley to Russia, and 
that country has not taken off any of the 
duties it imposes on the imports of produce 
from this or other countries. 

In regard to manufactures. The Demo- 
crats want perfect reciprocity all through the 
long range of iron and steel in all forms. 
They also favor the letting in free of glass, 
pottery, and every other kind of manufacture, 
regardless of unfriendly legislation by other 
nations. France and Italy may impose heavy 
duties on American manufactures, but the 
Democrats, Indifferent to that fact, would 
impose no duties on French or Italian manu- 
factures, We simply are to lie down and be 
buffeted by the adverse policies of the rest of 
the world. So with the long range of articles 
from brick to coal, including the metals ex- 
tracted from the mine. The Democrats 
want to have everything admitted into the 
United States duty free, no matter what 
other countries may do. This is their idea of 
„ reeiprocity, a one-sided scheme which 
strikes at the very corner stone and founda- 
tion of American prosperity. 

The Republican policy of reciprocity is dia- 
metrically opposed to this. It holds to the 
theory of free admission of articles of which 
we have not a sufficient quantity or cannot 
produce with equal facility or equal cost as 
measured by days of human labor. And 
furthermore, while favoring the free admis- 
sion ot articles not yet produced by us, or 
which we cannot produce at all, the Repub- 
licans insist that the nations from which we 
procure them shall reciprocate with us, that 
we shall get something in exchange for the 
favors accorded them, that where we take an 
article free of duty the country sending it to 
us gither shall take off or very much lower 
the duties which it has been imposing on 
American products. This policy has cap- 
tivated nearly all the nations of the earth. 
The simplicity of the theory and the good 
results obtained from putting it into practice 
have attracted the attention of all of them, 
The Republican policy is to exchange nothing 
free which will leave an American idle. Gov, 
McKinley told his audience in this city last 
Monday night that nothing coming from Eu- 
rope is cheap. He said: 

There is nothing cheap to the American people 
that comes from Europe that enforces idleness at 
home. ‘There is no agricultural product that 
comes from Canada that is cheap to the Amer- 
ican peeple if it leaves the American product to 
rot in our fields, and there is no manufactured 
product from any quarter of the globe that is 
ee to the American people if it takes a day's 
work from American workingmen. What we 
want is more work, 

The Republicans started out with a recog- 


nition of the important fact that wages in this 
country are higher than anywhere else, and 
that we have a higher standard of living. We 
have more comforts here than are enjoyed by 
the people of Europe. The Republicans wish 
to preserve these conditions, and their reci- 
procity would preserve them to the people of 
the United States, including the tollers. What 
the Democrats call reciprocity would destroy 
these conditions. The Republicans do not 
want prohibitive duties on foreign goods 
similar to those produced here, because euch 
a tarif would foster trusts and monopolies, 
They wanta tariff which is high enough to 
maintain the American wage scale but not 
high enough to excite the greed of our 
home manufacturers. They want a pro- 
teetion which does not prohibit impertations 
of foreign goods but which promotes domestic 
industry and prosperity, and they desire reci- 
procity in unlike goods, which would give

nature, But far better this clash of greed in 
the midst of prosperity and comfort than 
those conflicte between capital and labor 
growing out of the enforced decrease in the 
wage scale which follows Democratic vic.

DEMOCRATIC LABOR STATISTICS. 

According to statistics compiled by the 
Health Department out of every 100 persons 
employed in the factories of this city in May, 
1893, only 35 were at work four months 
later, The other 65 had nothing to do. The 
57,502 employés of 429 representative firme 
in May of last year bad dwindledto 22,183 
in September. The most recent count is 


claimed by the junior Democratic organ to 


show an increase of 80 to 55 per cent from 
the minimum of thirteen months ago. It the 
claim be admitted it would give but 45 to 54 
per cent of the larger number, showing that 
barely 51 persons are employed in the 
factories of this city for every 100 that were 
actively at work in those establishments two 
months after the Cleveland administration 
entered upon ite diabolical role of “rule or 
ruin.“ N 0 

Tho latest factory census by the Health De- 
partment covers a list of 2,171 firms, which 
now employ 111,502 pairs of hands, and re- 
turn a total of 186,455 persons as their 
“ordinary working force, leaving 74,953 
unemployed. That is, of the average work- 
ing force in those establishments 60 per cent 
are employed at the present time, and the 
other 40 per cent have nothing todo. The 
two sets of figures can be made to agree only 
by adopting the theory that at the beginning 
of May, 1893, the force of factory workers 
in this city was larger than the average, which 
may be supposed to have been more or less 
due to the bustle of activity in preparation 
for the World’s Fair, . 

This view af the case isso reasonable that 
it is legitimate to infer the returns of “ ordi- 
nary force’’ by employers did not and were 
not intended to include the extra hands taken 
on in connection with Fair work, Roughly 
speaking, that extra help, or rather so much 
of it as still was at work when the Fair 
opened, amounted to about 10 per cent of the 
ordinary force, Fifty per cent of the num- 
ber at work then have been dropped out, and 
40 per cent of the ordinary force, fully em- 
ployed under the operation of the Repub- 
lican policy of protection to domestic indus- 
try, now is idle, in spite of the alleged re- 
covery” of the business interests of the city 
since the new tariff bill becamealaw. This 
is but poor encouragement to the toilers to 
vote the Democratic ticket next Tuesday. 

Another point comes out strongly on a look 
at these figures. It is that the workingmen 
of this, and presumiably of other cities, have 
suffered more than the average of the peo- 
ple from the terrible blow inflicted on them 
by the Democrats.. The clearing-house sta- 
tistics show that the business of the country 
is measured by 21 per cent less in dollars 
than it was two years ago, the decadence be- 
ing little more than half of the 40 per cent of 
decrease in the number of factory workers 
from the ordinary number“ employed in 
Chicago. Here is a sadly solemn fact for the 
toilors to think about. Itis one they ought to 
ponder over much of the time between 
this and election day, and dear it 
well in mind when they go to the polls next 
Tuesday to vote for men who are 
to help make laws for the country dur- 
ing the last half of the Cleveland administra- 
tion. They should not fail to remember that 
all the suffering and privation of which the 
figures above noted are exponents have been 
“brought upon them by the tolly of working 
men in voting for Democratic men and poli- 
cies two years ago. They should remember 
that the country was prosperous, with plenty 
of work at good wages, up to the time it was 
ascertained the majority in Congress would 
be Democratic, and that tnen the panic set 
in, with results that need no telling to be ap- 
preciated by the toilers. They should de- 
think themselves that the Democrats prom- 
ise another dose of the same kind of physic if 
strong enough to administer it, and then ask 
if they, the wage earners, want a furthér~in- 
tensification of the industrial paralysis or if 
they would not prefer a return to times of 


Republican prosperity. 


THE STUFFED OCTOBER CITY PAY-ROLL. 
The Record, a neutral paper with Demo- 
cratic leanings, has been informed bya 
banker,“ presumptively one of those to whom 
the city is now appealing for a loan, that— 
The October pay-roll of the city, which is yet 
unpaid, amounts, it is said, to $865.247. The 
highest amount of any pay-roll previous to this 
during the present year was about $710,000, 
which at the time was said to be the largest ever 
known in the history of Chicago, The average 
monthly pay-roll during the administration of 
„Mayor Hopkins has been $650,000, It looks very 
much as if the administration had been putting 
many extra men on the lists during the last month, 
It is reported that the assessment of city employés 
for political purposes amounts to about 4 per 
cent.

The Ham- 
mond firemen were tirst’to act, but the water 
pressure was so weak it was impossible to 
throw a stream where it was needed, It was 
im possible to get water in where the flames 
were doing the damage. From the dressing- 
room the fire ate through the ice chute into 
the adjoining rooms. Juat over the dressing- 
room 1s the beef-killing department/ The 
fire ate through to this department; within 
fifteen minutes. The men had just got to

The origin of the fire ie unknown. It is 
likely that a ‘workman dropped a lighted 
match or sparks fell from his pipe while 
changing his clothing in this room.

Company's Office Building Goes. 


The offices of the company were situated at 
the south end of the plant. The building was 
of frame and was a very frail and cheap 
structure. When the fire broke out Manager 
Noyes and hig assistants collected all the 
books, papers, and office valuab!es and loaded 
them into a car, which was hauled away by a 
stock-yards company’s engine, The pork- 
house is situated just south of the beef-house 
and had it not been for the fire wall between 
the two buildings it would have burned. It 


was 11:30 o’clock before it was certain the” 


firemen had control, and although the dam- 
age to the hog killing building was slight the 
firemen were compelled to work hard to 
check its ruin. 

The beef house, where the fire broke out, 
was a four-story solid brick structure, 200 
feet square. At the time of the fire over 1,800 
dressed beeves were in the house, which the 
company had been unable to ship on account 
of lack of cars. These buildings were erected 
in 1893 ata cost of $750,000, All of the 
machinery and appliances were of the latest 
and most expensive make. 
oyes received a telegram from 
Hammond, Ind., the headquarters of the cum- 
pany, instructing him to at once begin ar- 
rangements tp rebuild the plant. 

Where Insurance Is Piaced.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 2.—The factory of 
the Berg company, manufacturers of fertiliz- 
ers at Kensington, was destroyed by fire at an 
early hour this morning. Loss, $60,000. 

Cincinnati, O., Nov. 2,—Early this morn- 
ing fire destroyed the Auditorium Building at 
Home City. a suburb twelve miles down the 
river, together with a buiiding across the 
street. ‘The loss is estimated at $50,000, with 
insurance of $20,000.

One seene in a domestic tragedy has been 
enacted in a graveyard.a distracted mother 
standing beside a reopened grave and identi- 
fying the body of her 18-month-old child, 
which had died while in the possession of a 
husband who did not even notify her of its 
death. The case of Minnie Urban against her 
husband, Jchn, for divorce, is on the docket 
of Judge Tuthill’s court. Durmg the trial 
John Urban testified the daughter Jennie, 
which he had taken from its mother, was 
dead, Mrs, Urban refused to believe this, as 
it was the first intimation of such a calamity 
she had received, and was not satisfied until 
the court issued an order for the disinterment 
of the body that it might be identified by the 
mother. 

Armed with the order of court Mrs. Urban 
and her husband, accompanied by two wit- 
nesses, went to Graceland Cemetery Wednes- 
day afternoon. The order wasexhibited, with a 
permit from the Commissioner of Heaith, and 
the grave opened. The lid covering the glass 
over the face of the dead child was taken off 
and Mrs. Urban viewed the features. The 
ravages of death had marred them and Mrs. 
Urban was not satisfied. The coffinlid was 
removed and an examination of the body for 
a birthmark was made and the mark found. 
Then Mrs, Urban fainted, overcome by the 
realization that her daughter was dead.

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PREE TRADE’S CHAMPION NOT

Republicans Expect te Carry His District 
by 1,200 Moejority~Other Gains Prob-

Wasniserox. D. C., Nov. 2.—[Special.]— 
Maryland and West Virginia continue to be 
popular and it is hoped profitable territory 
for meking ican converts in the ap- 
proaching Congressional elections. Extremely 
reassuring intelligence has been received at 
headquarters from both States. There is a 
reasonably fair prospect that Robert H. Smith 
will defeat J. K. Cowen in the Fourth District 
of Maryland, which is within the city limits 
of Baltimore. At no time has the Democratic 
candidate for Congress in this district been 
popular with the Gorman machine element. 
Word has, therefore, been passed down the 
Une among the faithful adherents of the 
senior Senator from the Oriole State that 
Cowen must be knifed next Tuesday. Re 
publicans are accordingly banking upon this 
as much as upon their own efforts to aecom- 
plish the defeat of the counsel for the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad company. So far as 
the First District of West Virginia is con- 
cerned it is pretty generally conceded that R. 
B. Dovener, Republican, will carry the Wheel- 
ing district against his Democratic opponent, 
inasmuch as he was only beaten by 100 votes 
at the last election. Chairman Wilson’s dis- 
trict—the Second—is claimed by the Repub- 
lican Congressional committee by 1,200 ma- 
jority, and the Third District, now represent- 
ed by Alderson, is at least debatable ground 
in the opinion of the same organization.

Several months since,“ Mr. Mayer said, 
in anticipation of the expiration of his con- 
tract, Mr. Hately pressed upon the directors 
his desire to be relieved Nov, 1. His request 
was acceded to teday and in his place Mr. 
Henry Botsford was elected President and at 
once entered upon the active management of 
the company. Mr. Hately remains in the 
directory.“ 

Further than this Mr. Mayer would have 
nothing to say. By the election of Mr. Bots- 
ford the relations between the International 
and-the Chicago Packing and Provision com- 
pany naturally become close, as Mr. Botsford 
is the heaviest stockholder in the Chicago Pack- 
ing and Provision company. Mr. Botsford is now 
actively in the harness, and the management of 
the International will, from this time on, be com- 
pletely under his direction. No stronger bull 
point onthe future of the company could be 
made, for bis skill as a manager of the packing 
business is admitted on every band. Holders of 
International securities will look forward with 


great confidence to an administration of the af- 


fairs of the company which will rapidly pat a 
different aspect on the market value of those se 


curities. 

There was a strong and active market at the 
Stock Erchange yesterday. West Chicugo was 
particularly strong. The stock opened at 136% 
and sold up to 187%, the highest point touched.

The continued 
strength of the sterling market, preventing any 
gold imports even if there are actually nogold ex- 
ports, the inability of the government to increase 
ite gold reserve, the heavy expenditures beyond 

overnment receipts, and the r con- 
dition of foreign trade, all unite to 
portance to the gold reserve and e currency 
situation. Letters received from London bank- 
ers are pointed on this subject of the Treasury’s 
reserve being too small, and some of them are 
outspoken in their fear that we are quietly ap- 
proaching a silver basis. Such strong views as 
the foregoing are by no means the rule among 
Chicago bankers, who are, on the whole. in- 
clined to take au optimistic view of the outlook, 
but there is no denying that the situation of the 
United States Treasury forms the greatest ob- 
stacle in the way of a better outlook. 

The sterling market continues firm at the high- 
est rate. No definite engagements of gold for 
shipmeat have been made, however, and there 
will probably be none this week. New York deal- 
ers are also —— 2 high prices for both De- 
cember and Janua elivery, prices so high as to 
indicate that there is no probability of any gold 
imports this fall. The occasion for serious con- 
sideration of, the gold situation is seen when it is 
remembered t there were decidedly heavy ex- 
ports — oreo the early months of the year 
and that there liave been practically no imports 
although we are well into the season when there 
should be a heavy movement in this direction. 
Now as there are to be no imports at all and we 
are to reach the ordinary gold exporting season 
without having in ony way replenished the Treas- 
ury’s stock of gold there is at least cause for 
some concern. 

In the following table are given returns for 
the nationai banks of Boston, New York, Chi- 
cago, and Philadelphia, 80 that comparisons can 
be made of the various items. Some striking 
differences will be noted. While Chicago has 
nearly as much national bank capital as Phila- 
delphia, for instance the bank notes outstanding 
are about one-sixth of those in Philadelphia and 
still further below Boston and New York. There 
are even more striking differences in the amount 
of gold held by the banks of the various cities. 

Vhile Chicago has the smallest national bank 
capital and has deposits materially below those 
of the other three cities it holds far more gold 
than either Boston or Philadelphia. the holding 
in Chicago being more than twice what it is in 
Philadelphia and considerably over twice what 
it is in Boston. Other interesting comparisons 
may be made from the figures which follow:

AGENTS WILL MAKE OBARGES OF 
BOARD RULE VIOLATIONS. 


Claim . 
Are Paid and Kebates Given to As- 


ness in London About Policies on Goods 
in Laundries and Dychouses=—Some 
Companies Will Not Take the Risks. 


More trouble in the Local Board. Charges 
of violation of rules are becoming almost as 
thick as autumn leaves and the oe 
committee of the Chicago Underwriters’ 
sociation will bave its hands fuil 3 it 
starts to investigate them, which it will do at 
its next meeting. The charges are so far 
rather vague, but they will be formulated into 
direct accusations, involving, itis now said, 
some eight members of the association. They 
include the paying of excess commissions to 
brokers, and it is this manner, soit is claimed, 
the board rules are most often violated. Up- 
der the rules of the association a broker may 
be paid 73¢ and 15 per cent, respectively, on 
ordinary and preferred risks as against the 
10 and 20 per cent paid previous to the for- 
mation of the present local board. It is 
claimed by the members, and this claim will 
form the basis for the charges to be brought, 
that a number of the local agents have been 
paying regularly the old 10 and 20 per cent 
on the two classes of business, Another 
charge that is made against three separate 
agencies is that the insured are being given 
special rates in the way of rebates and that 
in certain cases the agent, to secure a much 
coveted piece of business, will pay from 10 
to 15 per cent of the 25 per cent he is al- 
lowed by his companies. Manager J. L. 
Whitlock’s offer of $100 for a conviction for 
a violation of the rules is liabie to be claimed 
in several gases. 


LOSSES ARE LIGHT IN OCTOBER. 


Companies Make Favorable Reports for at 
Least One Month in the Year, 
Losses for the month of October have been 
comparatively light and companies are in- 
ning now to feel a little more hopelul aa to 
year’s results of insurance business in the 
United States. The heavy fires which occurred 
in the lumber district in Chicago in August and 
in the lumber and timber regions throughout 
the entire Northwest, which assumed the form 
of anepidemic and lasted through July, Au- 
gust, and September, left managers in a state 
of uneasiness bordermg upon despondency. 
October was, however, a comparatively light 
month in the way of losses and November 
started in weil, though its record was sadly 
impaired in the eyes of man- 
agers by the fire in the Hammond 
Packing company’s plant in Omaha yesterday. 
This hit the companies: hard, some of them 
carrying blanket mortgages on the entire 
plant up to $40,000 he reports recei ved

a pe cent upon the total insurance, and 
this will run individual losses up to ae much 
as $16,000. It will require several good days 
for such cempanies to get back to a fair aver- 
age for November.

WILL POLICIES COVER LAUNDRY? 


Some Companies Claim the Owner Cannot 
Recover on Such Property. 

It is a common practice for policies to be 
issued covering goods belonging to the cus- 
tomers of dye-houses laundries, Some 
companies decline to iseue policies covering 
in this manner for the reason there is nothing 
obliging a laundryman or dyer to pay over to 
his customer such amounts as he collects in 
case of fire from the companies under this 
head, and there is no certainty as to the value 
of the articles, many of which are left on 
band for some time uncalled for and some 
abandoned by the owner. Dyers and laundry- 
men can legitimately insure the value of their 
work on the goods, bit the goods do not 
belong to them but to the persons who leave 
them for handling, and unless there is a 
specific obligation mentioned in the 
or ticket giten for these articles, agree- 
ing to pay for them in case of loss, the dyer 
or laundryman can collect from the com- 
Uniess he 
chooses to pay the sum over to the customers 
he can keep what he collects, as the customer 
has no recourse on him in the absence of an 
agreement except by the bringing of a suit at 
law. Ina recent case where a laundryman 
made a claim for $900 for linen destroyed by 
fire while in his building the agent said to 
him: If I pay this to you the customer will 
never get a cent of the amount.” The laun- 
dryman answered: Well. that is my busi- 
ness. He did not get the $900,

This extract is from the first ehapter of 
Lafcadio Hearn’s two volume work entitled 
‘Glimpses of Unfamiliar Japan.“ After 
perusing the paragraph the reader will not be 

at the views of the author. He 

deplores the passing away of the old 
order of things in Jagan and the ab- 
soption by couatry of West- 
ern ideas. He deprecates the efforts 
of .missionaries, religious and scientific; 
and no greater misfortune he thinks could be- 
fail Japan than to be converted to Christian- 
ity. This is a pretentious book, and in point 
of style a notable one. A few words, there 
fore, about the author will not be out of or- 
der. Mr. Laicadio Hearn is son of a 
Greek mother and an English father. He 
rst came into notice a few years ago 
where he was connected 

one of daily ne , 

gift of style was then remarkable. and 

he quickly distinguished himseif. Ap account 
of a particularly horrible murder, on the de- 
tails of which he dilated in a manner that 
might make De Quincey jealous, won a rep- 
utation for him béyond the bound- 
of his city. According to those 
who knew Lafeadio Hearn in those 
days he is described as reserved, 
and that his ethnological predilections were 
eccentric. He afterwards went to New Or- 
leang, and was commissioned from that point 
by the Harpers to write a book on the West 
Indies, His reputation as a writer was al- 
ready established when, three years ago, he 
carried out a long-cherished plan in taking 
up his residence in Japan. He 
went to Izumo, which is westward 
from Kioto, overlooking the Japan Sea. 
He taught in the schools of Mateue, the chief 
city of the province, and entered as far as 
any fo er could into the life of the inhab- 
itants. . Hearn was never satisfied with 
the Western civilization in which his lot was 
cast; but from the present elaborate work it 
is evident that he is happy 
in Japan, and the only thing that wor- 
ries bim is that the Flowery Kingdom 
and that portion in which Izumo is situated 
are desirous of accompanying the world in 
the path of progress. In a political or eco- 
nomical sense the present work has no sig- 
nificance; but it may be warmly commended 
to those who wish to sound the poetry of Jap- 
an. There is much moonlight as well 
as mysticism in Mr, Hearn's chapters; 
but there is a music in his descriptions which 
attunes a susceptible spirit to much that is 
tie and beautiful in a strange civilization. 
— be is extremely vague, as if he 
were writing dreamy prose under the influ- 
ence of opium. “What has most impressed 
me,“ he writes, is the joyousness of popular 
faith. I have seen nothing grim, austere, or 


crow, * * * 
which the vessel of sweet tea rests is another 
and lower stand supporting a temple-bell 
shaped like a great bowl. A priest ap- 
proaches with a dded mallet in his hand 
and strikes the bell. But the bell does not 
sound properly; he starts, looks into it, and 
stoops to lift out of it a smiling Japanese 
baby. The mother, laughing, runs to relieve 
him of his burden; and priest, mother, and 
baby all look at us with a frankness of mirth 
in which we join.“ 

A marvelously gentle people are the Japanese 
whom Mr. Hearn so gently portrays, and a 
courteous land is it, where no man wounds 
another by word or by deed. He says that in 
the years he has lived there he never saw a 
child beaten or heard voices raised in anger. 
Except in the open ports, where foreign man- 
ners have contaminated the olds ways and 
foreign misunderstandings have repressed 
the old impulses, a smile, infinite- 
ly varied and instinctively sincere, 
is the expression one remembers as 
the characteristic of every face. A politeness 
ineredible and impossible, according to Ocoi- 
dental ideas, wreathes the life of Japan, as 
with faint-perfumed flowers, and cushions 
with velvet and silk all the inevitable impacts 
of humanity’s angles. Atfirst all this reads 
like the description of some fanciful Altruria, 
but as sketch follows sketch and one little 
story explains another, the mystery grows less 
and less, and with comprehension comes a 
confidence in this eternal smile that at first 
seemed only a form. , 

Mr. Hearn notices many important things 
—that each of the wooden geta, or clogs, 
which almost everybody wears, makes on the 
pavement a sound different from the sound 
made by its mate; that a missionary boasted 
of persuading a proselyte to kill one of those 
sacred turties that have been tenderly taken 
care of for generations, and which are, there- 
fore, living symbols of a national gentleness 
in the treatment of animals; that the little 
children are beginning to break off the stone 
noses of the stone foxes on the temple steps; 
that in the houses wheie the geisha lives there 
is always the bronze statue of a beckoning 
kitten, symbolizing many beautiful and ter- 
rible ideas; and that English (which so far 
away includes American) men and women 
sumetimes mistake for insolence, and have 
returned with blows manifestations of a 
courtesy and consideration so far above their 
experience and comprehension that the mis- 
take was natural and almost pardonable. 

Speaking of Japanese gardens in the sec- 
ond volume the author says: 

I havecometo understand the unspeakable 
loveliness of a solitary spray of blossoms. ar- 

ranged as only a Japanese expert knows how to 
arrange it, not by simply poking e spray into a 
vase but by perhaps one whole bour's labor of 
trimming and posing and daintiest manipula- 
tion, and therefore 1 ‘cannot think 
of what we Oceidentals call a “ bonquet” 
as anything but a vulgar murdering of flowers, 
an outrage upon the color-sense, n an 
abomination. Somewhat in the same way, and 
for similar reasons, after having learned what an 
old Fapanesé garden is, | can remember our cost- 
liest gardens at home only as ignorant displays 
of what wealth can accomplish in the creation 
of incongruities that violate nature. 8 

Another fact of prime importance to remember 

that in order to comprebend the beauty of a 

Japanese garden it is necessary to understand 
the beauty of stones. Not of stones quarried by 
the hand of man, but of stones shaped by nature 
only. Until you can feel and keenly feel 
that stones have character, that stones have 
tones and values the whole artistic meaning of a 
Japanese garden cannot be reveaied to you. 
In the foreigner, however esthetic he may bo. 
this feeling needs to be cultivated by study. It 
is inborn in the Japanese; the soul of the race 
comprehends nature infinitely better than we do, 
at least in her visible forms. 

(Gtimpees of Unfamiliar Japan. By Lat. 
cadio Hearn. In two vols. Houghton, Mif-

Nr. Froude’s Life of Erasmus. 

In the late Prof. Froude’s “ Life and Letters 
of Erasmus, which appeared in this country 
almost simultaneously with thé auther’s 
death, it is Erasmus himself who speaks 
through the medium of a translation that ad- 
mirably reflects the terseness, the- vivacity, 
and the wit of the origital. The author (or 
should one say editor?) interposes only so far 
as to enable the reader to keep heid of the 
main thread. 

Erasmus was notoriously careless in tne 
matter of dating his letters, but in most cases 
the subject-matter itself has been a sufficient 
2 The momentous events in which he 

ad a share pass before us naturally and in- 
not reduced to mere points 
as in the field of a modern historian’s 
telescope, warranted to show what 
he goes out for to see, but in all their primi. 
tive actuality and freshness, and accompanied 
by their immediate effects upon a real man 
of elation, depression, or dismay. 

The disappearance of the old universal lan- 
guage widened the natural gulf between Eu- 
gland and the continent; and so it has come 
to pass that when a new star rises above the 
European horizon we are slow to hear of it 
and still slower to believe in it. Dr. John- 
son, our literary dictator in the eight- 
eenth century, would have sent ol- 
taire to the plantations; Goethe had to 
wait tiil the end of his days for a prophet to 
arise “from the mountains of the North,”’ 
and he was not altogether fortunate when he 
found him; and it will be long before the 
true greatness of Renan can assert itself in 
this country against the orthodoxy of Chris- 
tians and the Chauvinism of Jews. But in 
the days of Erasmus Europe was still bound 
into a solid whole by community of faith and 
—at least for the learned—community of 
speech: and, though he was never able to 
speak English, he remains the solitary in- 
stance of a man at the very heart of a great 
European movement who was recognized as 
such and appreciated in England. 

To the great bulk of Engiish readers Eras- 
mus is almost as familiar a figure ns their own 
Samuel Johnson—not that their image of him 
is so complete, but it is almost equaily clear. 
What Reynolds did for the one Dürer and Hol. 
bein.as nobly and permanentiy did for the 
other, and although it is true in both cases 
that impressions break loose from knowledge 
and float a ag like thistledown, yet it is 
easier to dislike than to disprove the current 
impression that Erasmus laid the egg and 
Luther hatched it.“

Reason and Dogma; or, Footprints of a 
Soul,” is what the author himself—the Rev.

ation of Chicago had its origin in a mass-meet- 
ing called by prominent citizens. This meeting 
appointed a committee of twenty-one to formu- 
late a plan of the association, and the committee 
on the Sist day of January, 1894, appointed 
ninety-nine members, who, with the Mayor of the 
city, constituted the first Central committee. 
This Committee of One Hundred, together with 
one member elected from each ward council, con- 
stitutes the executive power of the association. 
On the 8d day of February, 1894, the federation 
filed a certificate with the Secretary of State and 
organized as a corporation not for pecuniary 
profit. The scope of the federation is broad, its 
principal objeet being the formation of an influ. 
ential non-political, non-sectarian association to 
advance the municipal. philanthropic, industrial. 
and moral interests of Chicago. The theory of 
the federation is that investigation, publication, 
agitation, and organization can accomplish al- 
most anything. Of the ninety-nine members of 
the central council originally appointed ofie- 
third retire each year and their successors are 
élected anhually by the central council for a 
term of three years. A board of trustees of t- 
teen members of the central council has general 
control of all matters of the federation. The 
ward councils consist of fifty members each, 
elected annually, and one representative from 
each precinct council. The precinct councils are 
unlimited in their membership and may consist 
of all citizens who subscribe to the constitution 
of the federation and who are recommended by 
the Membership committee. The work of the 
federation is placed in the hands of committees 
of specialists. The committees now at work are: 
Political, Municipal, Industrial, Philanthropic, 
Moral, and Educational. The Union League, Iro- 
quois, Waubansee, Marquette, Lincoln, Hamil- 
ton, and Commercial clubs and the Real Estate 
Board have appointed each two members to co- 
operate with the Municipal committee.

PRESENT OOLORS TO BUTLER POST. 


Son and Daughter of the General Donate 
Fiags to {rving Park Veterans, 


The son and daughter of Gen, Benjamin F. 
Butler have given a stand of colors to the 
Grand Army post of Irving Park, III., which 
honored the memory of the General by tak- 
ing bis name. ‘The presentation of the flags 
took place last night. The gift came from 
Paul Butler and Mra. Blanche Butler Ames of 
Lowell, Mass., and was given into the keep- 
ing of Post Benjamin F. Butler by Capt. 
Philip Reade, U. S. A., a nephew of the Gen- 
eral, who represented the family. The mem- 
bers of the post were all present, and with 
them was a large gathering of frier ds. The 
speech of acceptance was made,by Post Com- 
mander Blair. Capt. Reade, id presenting 


the coiors, said in part: 

Benjamin Franklin Butler was born in Dear- 
field, N. H., Nov. 5, 1818, the same year Illinois 
was admitted into the Union. From bis birth to 
his death there were never any more than two 
opinions about bim. He was either loved and 
trusted or he was hated—even detested. After 
1828 his home was in Lowell, Mass. During his 
early career he 3 he was a sincere friend of 
the people. There was a time when a day of 
labor in the cotton mills of Lowell was fourteen 
hours, half an hour being allowed for a hurried 
midday meal. Gen. Butler agitated for a ten- 
hour law, and successfully fought for that great 
reduction with all the skill of his genius. 

Tne history of the country from 1861 to 1871 
cannot be written fairly without giving frequent 
and honorable mention to the name of Benjamin 
F. Butler. He was considered by Lord Chief 
Justice Colerid of England one of the most 
remarkable men he had ever met. He was a man 
of diversitied intellectual @nergy. During the 
war be was a patriot who duréd todo what he 
thought was right. In the war period, apart 
from the slanders and violence of a time of pas- 
sion, he was essentially a distinction. 

In April. 1861, at the head of 900 Union 
soldiers. be entered Baltimore and saved Mary- 
land to the Union. He estopped women from in- 
suiting the Union flag in New Orleans. He then 
became a national figure, lawyer. statesman, and 
soldier. He restored to systematic order a rebell- 
ious and starving city. He was as often threat- 
ened with violent death as the Czar of Russia. The 

eople of New Orleans expected from him nothi 

ut battle, murder, and sudden death, but hesav 
them from - plagos, pestilence. and famine.” 
His career was free from the stain of personal 
dishonor. He kept his promises when he made 
any. He is mourned just as he was respected by 
the neighbors and friends among whom his life 
was spent for more than fifty years. 


HERE’S ANOTHER SMOKE OONSUMER. 


„Perfect Company Incorporated and Soon 
Will Give a Test of Its Device. 

An incorporation license was issued yester- 
day by the Secretary of State to the Perfect 
Smoke Consumer company of this city. The 
incorporators are R. W. Cavenaugh, T. A. 
Switz, and T. S. Quincey. The device is the 
invention of Samuel U. Smith of Minneap- 
olis, and the patent was assigned at issuance 
to the Minnesota Smokeless Furnace com- 
pany. The new company has acquired the 
rights for illinois and ten other States. The 
device has been in operation in Minneapolis 
for a long time, the most important plant be- 
ing that of the consolidated mills of that 
city, where it has been in operation in 
connection with a battery of eleven 
boilers for over six months. Minneapolis 
bas a smoke ordinance, copied from that of 
4 city, and seventy-five firms there, by us- 

this device, are said to be satisfying them- 

3 the Smoke Inspectors. The con- 
8 intended primarily for stationary 
boilers but can be modified so as to be ap- 
plied to locomotive and marine engines. It 
consists of a specially arranged air conduit, 
by which air is drawn from the ash-pit and 
by means of a series of steam jets is forced 
across the fire at a height of about eight 
inches. These jets pass through a specially 
designed firebrick, which serves to superheat 
the air before it mingles with the steam. The 
jets are in two rows, opposite each other, and 
generate an intense heat which ignites and 
consumes all gases and smoke. There are 
four of these consumers in this city—one at 
the Ajax Forge company, one at the Frye & 
Kleinbech company, confectioners, and two, 
just completed, at Armour’s wool house at 
the Stock- Yards. A public test of this last 
plant will be made next week in the presence 
of the Smoke Inspector,a number of en- 
gineers, and members of the press. The new

KEEN AN WON'T PAY IT 


HE WILL FIGHT THE SANTA FE on 
THAT $2 SWITCHING CHARGE. 


Judge Grosseup Asked to Make the Road 
Deliver His Cattle to the Stock-Yards 


On te Be Fought to a FinisheDefiers 
of an Inter-State Commission Decision . 
Brought to Bay—Other News of gate 
Railways. 
The prediction made in Tus Tarpon the 
last few days that the live stock commission 
men would bring suit egainst the Western 


ing live stock to and from the Union Stock- 
Yards in this city was fulfilled yesterday. 


reliable stockmen in Chicago, appeared be- 
fore Judge Grosscup in the United States Cir- 


road to deliver live stock consigned to Chi- 
cago without the exaction of any other charges 
than the regular freight rate; or, if the road 
fails to, provide facilities of its own, to deliver 
live stock consigned to Chicago to the Union 
Stock-Yards without exacting $2 or any other 
amount to the car for making such delivery. 
It appears Mr. Keenan has four cars loaded 
with his stock standing at the Stock-Yardsa 
which the Santa Fé refuses to unload because 
he declines to pay the $2 extra switching 
charge, claiming the exaction of such charge 
has been decided to be illegal by the United 
States Supreme Court in the Covington Stock- 
Yards case. The cattle in these cars are 
eating their heads off while being held pend- 
ing the settlement of this controversy, and if 
Mr. Keenan wins tke suit the railroad will 
have to pay damages. Mr. Keenan, of course, 
is backed 1n this fight by the Chicago Live 
Stock Exchange, and he was chosen as the 
standard-bearer in this fight because he is con- 
sidered one of the shrewdest and most cour- 
ageous men doing business at the Union 
Stock-Yards; a man who never hesitates to 
lead in an attack in a case of this kind for 
fear of getting into bad odor with the rail- 

roads, The suit was brought against the Santa 
Fé because it is in the hands of receivers and 
enables the live stock men to get the case into 
the United States Court, where a much quick- 

er decision will be reached than if the case 

was trailed through State courts or complaints 
were made to the Inter-State Commerce Com- 

mission. 

The position taken by the Western railroads 
is said to seriously injure the interests of the 
Chicago cattle shipper because the live stock 
is being diverted to other Western points 
where such extra switching charge is being 
exacted. The Eastern roads were quick in 
seeing that the exaction of such charge was 
caleulated to do great injury to Chicago in- 
terest and therefore have decided to hereafter 
absorb the switching eharges not only on 
packing-house products and live hogs, but 
also on cattle.

SOUTHERN RAILROADS BROUGHT TO BAY. 


They Are Sued for Practicing Discrimina- 
5 tion. 


Cuarueston, S. C., Nov. 2 
the United States Circuit Court today pro- 
ceedings were instituted which will do much 
to settle the dispute that exists between the 
South Atlantic ports and the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association. A year or 
two ago H. W. Belmer and other merchants 
at Summerville, twenty-two miles north of 
this city, began proceedings before the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission against the sys- 
tem of roads running between Charleston and 
Memphis because the rate of freight upon hay 
from Memphis to Summervilie, the shorter 
distance, was 28 cents a hundred pounds in 
carload lots, while the rate on the 
sume class of freight from Memphis 
to Charleston, the longer distance, was 
19 cents. A decision was reached favorable 
to the petitioners. But the railroads paid no 
at tention to it. Today an application was 
made to the Federal Court for relief. This 
resulted in an injunction directed against the 
Louis ville and Nashville railroad and the Cen- 
tral Railroad and Banking company of 
Georgia, and M. H. Comer, receiver, as lessees 
of the Georgia railroad, the Memphis and 
Charleston railroad, the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia, the Southern railway com- 
pany, and the South Carolina and Georgia 
railroad company, restraining them 
from “demanding, collecting, or re- 
ceiving any greater compensation in 
the aggregate for the transportation 
of hay or other commodities carried by them 
under circumstances and conditions similar 
to those in this case from Memphis to Sum- 
merville than they cotemporaneously charge 
and receive for the transportation of hay and 
other commodities for the longer distance 
from Memphis to Charleston.“ The South 
Carolina and Georgia railroad is also re- 
strained from“ imposing, demanding, charg- 
ing, collecting, or receiving the udded local of 
nine cents in addition to the through rate of 
19 cents to Charleston.“ The injunction is 
made returnable Dec. 3.

GRAIN RATES MAY NOT BE ADVANCED, 


Lake Transportation Lines Refuse to Join 
the All-Rail Lines. 

Present indications are that the Eastern 
railroads will have to postpone the advance 
in grain rates to the 25 cent basis until after 
the close of navigation. The Lake Superior 
lines refuse to make the advance on the 
ground it is too near the close of navigation; 
and this, of course, prevents an advance in the 
rate from St. Paul, Minneapolis, and points 
in the Northwest. Lake Michigan lines take 
the position that they cannot make the ad- 
vance because the Lake Superior lines refuse 
to do so, and this enables the Chicago-St. 
Paul lines to meet the competi- 
tion via Duluth and Giadstone. 
In view of the retusal of the 
lake and rail routes to make the proposed ad- 
vance in grain rate Nov..12, the rates from 
lake ports via all rail lines cannot well be ad- 
vanced and consequently the lines from in- 
terior points cannot afford to charge a higher 
rate. It is quite probable the joint committee 
of the Trunk Line and Central Traffic Asso- 
ciations, now in session in New York, in view 
of the above developments will decide not to 
make the proposed advance on the grain rate 
until after the close. of navigation.

RELIGIOUS TOLERATION J SIA. 

Peasants Arrested and Fined tor Reading 
the Bible. \ 

An illustration of what is mean by relig- 


10us toleration in Russia is afforded\py a case 


which recently came up on appeal fore the 
Saraisk District Court. It seams that an offi- 
cer of the rural gendarmerie had observed 
that several peasants were in the habit of 
meeting in a cottage where they read 
the Evangelists, prayed, aad sang hymns, 
Suspectiag these persons to be Stund- 
ists the officer surprised and arrested 
ten of them. Before tlae local magis- 
trate the accused declared that thay were 
faithful orthodox believers, but that as the 
scriptures were never read or expounded to 
them by the priests they claimed the right to 
do so for themselves. The court held that the 
case came within the proseriptive meaning «f 
the Governor’s rescript with regard to the 
Stundists, and each of the prisoners was fined 
50 rubles, or in default condemned to suffer 
ten weeks’ imprisonment. The victims car- 
ried their case before the Central 
Court at Riasan, and their counsel, 
after reaffirming that his clients were good 
orthodox subjects, and admitting that an 
apostate from the State religion was liable to 
a criminal prosecution and to penal banish- 
ment. based his defense upon certain articles 
of the code, which distiy cily concedes to every 
Russian such a toleration as the pris- 
oners claimed in their private religious exer- 
cises. The —— court appeared to be 
unable or unwillme to determine the line 
which divides iliegal sectarianiem from the 
rights of the orthodox citizen to read the 
scriptures on his own, behalf, and the case has 
been remitted to the Senate.
